Inspection stepup slated 
Township to crack down 
on polluters of sewers 


Elk Grove Township officials intend 


to increase their inspections to find 
local companies the township believes 
arc polluting sanitary sewers In light 
of an explosion last week that serious- 
ly injured a sewer inspector. 


The auditors also intend to review 


the township's sewer ordinance at its 
July 7 meeting to Include revisions 
that would give the township more 
power to deal with polluters. 


Richard Hall, township supervisor, 


Friday said the auditors want an ordi- 
nance that would mako the township's 
injunction powers more explicit. 


HALL. COMMENTING on the sew- 


er explosion that seriously Injured a 
Riverside man testing a sewer for Il- 
legal infiltration of Industrial solvents, 
said the Wednesday explosion oc- 
curred In an area where the township 
has found contaminants. 


"The township intends to Increase 


ita inspections and continue in- 
vestigating the suspect area," he said. 


Hall said the township has pur- 


chased a new piece of equipment, a 
meter that will allow It to check for 
explosive pollutants or gases In sew- 
ers. 


"We hope with the use of the meter 


that that kind of thing — the explosion 
— will never happen again," he said. 


THE EXPLOSION that Injured Ken- 


neth Rauschert, 20, of 413 Repton Rd., 
an employe of National Power Rod- 
ding Co., occurred in the 2400 block of 
E. Oakton St. 


Rauschert is in fair condition at 


N o r t h w e s t Community Hospital, 
where he is being treated for second 
and third-degree burns on about 30 
per cent of his body. 


Hall said Rauschert apparently was 


Injured as he was lowering a lighted 
smokcbomb used to discover illegal 
connections and leaks into a sewer. 


Metropolitan Sanitary District in- 


spection crews were unable to find the 
source of the volatile material and 
suspect a single instance of someone 
dumping gasoline or other explosive 
substance. 


HALL AGREED with the theory 


and said he thought it may have been 
on individual that dumped gasoline 
down the sewer and not a company. 


Hall said he also suspected a con- 


nection between a Thursday natural- 
gas leak on Busse Road and the 
Northwest Tollway overpass near 
Mount'Prospect and Wednesday's' 
sower explosion. Ho added that he 
had no real evidence to explain the 
suspicion. "A connection hasn't been 
proved, I just have a feeling about 
it," he said. 


Hall said the township is "pretty up- 


set about .Wednesday's explosion. 
That's what happens when people 
put dangerous things down the sew- 
ers. We will continue our efforts to 
stop that kind of thing from happen- 
ing again," he said. 


Hall said the new ordinance "will 


have some teeth in it and we'll prob- 
ably increase the amount of in- 
vestigation and do even more check- 
ing than we have been." 


EARLIER this month the township 


considered taking legal action against 
firms in the Centex, Industrial Park 
the township believes are polluting 
sanitary sewers with contaminants. 


The tests are an attempt to pinpoint 


the violators. 


The township must show proof that 


a company is polluting and may then 
fine the firm up to $200 per day for 
the first violation and $100 a day until 
the situation is corrected. 


Hall had attempted to change the 


ordinance to require companies to 
show the township now they are dis- 
posing of contaminants or lose the use 
of township sewers. 


"Apparently there are legal prob- 


lems with that revision; the burden of 
proof Has to lie with us," he said.

Air-traffic controllers: how much is their pressure-packed job worth? 


Air-traffic 
controllers 


find jobs 'uncontrollable9

Air-traffic controllers often get 


more than they bargain for when they 
apply for duty at O'Hare Airport and 
then find it difficult to get out. 


"A lot of us came here under the 


misconception that by working at the 
busiest airport you can then transfer 
out as a supervisor," said Jimmie 
Ware, a controller who has been at 
O'Hare for two years. 


He went to the FAA after training 


hi the U.S. Ah- Force. He had no 
choice in the service — they assigned 
him to air-traffic control. 


THE MILITARY training usually Is 


adequate.background for a profes- 
sional air-traffic controller's job, and 
the good pay is hard to turn down for 
a man just coming out of service. Av- 
erage figures now put a controller's 
income at $24,000, although the young- 
er ones earn somewhat less than that, 
Ware said. 


"The majority of the controllers do 


get into air traffic through the mili- 
tary, said O'Hare Tower Chief Pat- 
rick O'Sullivan, who got his start that 
way 15 years ago. 


"Sometimes they don't kow what 


they're getting into," he said. "It is 
quite a bit of mental stress. It's a fast 
game, and requires a youthful individ- 
ual." 


About half of the 110 controllers 


presently working at O'Hare 'recently 
filed suit against the FAA for more 
pay, shorter hours and better working 
conditions. As members of the Profes- 
sional Air Traffic Controllers union, 
they have $te right to bargain for 
working conditions but not salary, and 
the dissident controllers now want up 
to $72,000 a year. 


O'SULLIVAN HAS his own prob- 


lems with the system. He has to com- 
pete with other airports for con- 
trollers, and at 21 other facilities a 
controller can earn just as much mon- 
ey and do less work. His facility has 
an authorized strength of 123 con- 
trollers, but 110 are presently doing 
the work. 


"The guys are proud to work here ' 


— they take pride In their work," he 
said. "Talk to any airline pilot. 
They'll tell you they're good." 


But why ask for the aggravation? 
"You want to be on the top team," 


O'Sullivan said. "I think this is what 
attracts the .people we get." He said 
that during his,early years at Los 
Angeles Airport, "I always thought; 
could I make it at O'Hare?" 


"A lot of it Is an ego trip," Ware 


said, adding he does like the work. He 
thinks the job would be easier if they 
could get more people and divide up 
the work. A more attractive sltuaton 
would get more topnotch people who • 
are willing to be checked out quickly, 
Ware said. 


O'HARE. BUSIEST airport in the 


world, handles about 900,000 landings 
and takeoffs each year, O'Sullivan 
said, and that is far more than any of 
the nation's other major airports. 


"A slack period here would be con- 


sidered busy at Cleveland," Ware 
said. "Tension is high when we're 
busy, and 85 per cent of the time 
we're really busy." 


"When two planes get too close to- 


gether, you think about it, and you go 
home and think about it. Some guys 
have trouble going to sleep for a 
while," he said. 


The situation doesn't get any better. 


"It seems like all the time the air- 
lines are booking more than we can 
handle," Ware said. 
• 
• 


THE CONTROLLERS' entire hves 


are affected by their jobs. "There are 
a lot of divorces in our profession," 
Ware said. "If we have a rough 
night, we go out and hit the bars, and 
some wives don't like that." He said 
they miss a lot of social functions be- 
cause they work rotating shifts, and 
most of their friends are other con- 
trollers. 


The tension and strain also take 


their toll in health "Over 50 per cent 
(of the controllers) have some kind of 
stomach problem," Ware estimated, 
and he can recall about 20 men who 
failed medical examinations in the 
past two years. Controllers take an- 
nual physicals equal to examinations 
of pilots, he said. 


Ware feels more pay might be 


enough incentive to offset the hard- 
ships of the job. He said controllers 
then would realize they are getting 
something extra for doing more work, 
and they would know it when they 
came to O'Hare. 


O'Sullivan said he would like to 


have more to offer controllers, be- 
cause he does compete with other lo- 
cations and he feels he needs the best 
people available. "I' have to have 
something to offer, more than work- 
ing on a man's ego." 


O'SULLIVAN AND Ware agree the 


FAA may need a new pay classifica- 
tion for larger airports. There are 
presently four categories, and the 22 
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airports in the top level are not equal 
ly busy. "There's only one O'Hare 
and then there's the rest of the FAA,' 
O'Sullivan said. 


He said turnover is relatively higt 


at O'Hare despite the complaints. Hi 
said 19 persons were piomoted las 
year, and he has started a progran 
that allows four men a year to trans 
fer, based on seniority. 


Of his three top seniority men, oni 


18-year veteran and another with nine 
years at O'Hare don't plan to leave 
but a six-year man is firbt on the Us 
to go when the next opportunity 
arises. 


Controllers have sought agreement* 


. that would allow them automatu 


chances to leave after five jcars. Thi 
average time Is four years now 
O'Sullivan said, and the average ag< 
for tower controllers is 27. Radar con 
trailers in the base of the tower aver 
age 30 years of age. 


THE O'HARE controllers spent 


about a year in various stages o 
training before they are fully quail 
fied, and specific numbers of "ful 
performance level" controllers are re 
quired in he radar room and tower ai 
all times. 


Controllers start at smaller facil 


ities such as Palwaukce Airport 
O'Sullivan said, and get several week: 
of training at the Oklahoma City 
Okla., FAA center. 


After they accept jobs at O'Han 


they begin new training, which begins 
with indoctrination. They move on tr 
departures and then the more com 
plicated procedures for arrivals. 


"The FAA has an 'up or out' pol 


icy,". O'Sullivan said, "and if yoi 
don't complete your training you'n 
out." Once a person makes it througl 
his first facility, however, he hai 
some security, and a controller wil 
be transferred rather than dismissec 
if problems arise, he said. 


The lengthy training is nccessry be 


cause of the intricacy of O'Hare's pat 
terns, including the parallel runwaj 
system. "We try to get the guy tt 
where he's safe. That's the first step 
Then we try to teach him the finesa 
of the position."

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Vietnamese learn to cope with peace, unemployment 


SAIGON (UPI) — After 29 yean of 


war the Vietnamese are only just be- 
ginning to adapt to peace. It could 
take a long time. 


Sixty days after the cease-fire and 


surrender of Saigon, a soldier still fell 
to his stomach next to a building 
when he mistook a violent thunder- 
clop for Incoming artillery. 


But the changes that both peace and 


the victory of the Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government brought to the . 
South Vietnamese are continuing, 
slowly and not without pain, but 
steadily. • 


Government sources said the secur- 


ity situation — considered critical and 
the nation's main problem a month 
ago — has "stabilized" for the most 


part and the business of developing, 
South Vietnam can get under way In 
earnest. 


Official newspaper and radio re- 


ports have said there are Isolated 
cases of security problems but the 
biggest reported security threat in 
Saigon during the past several weeks 
has been the discovery of some for- 
mer army officers who had not re- 
ported to the new regime. 


The shooting has stopped in Saigon 


and in most of the provinces. Rumors 
of occasional battles between troops 
of the new government and diehard 
holdouts of the last' regime are 
frequent but seldom prove true. 


The war ended April 30 and 60 days 


later the biggest problem facing the 


new Communist government is the 
economy. The single major fact of' 
that problem is unemployment. 
.With a million former soldiers 
turned into.civilians overnight by the 
PRG victory, and with already mas- 
sive unemployment under the regime 
of ex-President .Nguyen Van Thieu, 
the authorities have a major problem 
on their hands. 


Coupled with that, banks were left 


in a state of almost total collapse, 
thanks to the outright thievery, of 
.about $200 million worth*of plasters 
by fleeing bank officials. 


National Bank Governor Tran 


Duong said in a television interview 
last Thursday that so great was the. 
thievery of the former officials that 


those owed money by the banks would 
have to be paid little by little. 


The resulting chaos at .the myriad 


small private banks in Saigon has 
kept banking facilities closed since 
the takeover, causing a problem of 
cash availability in Saigon. But new 
programs are being formulated. 


The new government is at work, • 


with most of the PRG ministers at 
their desks and functioning. 
. 
. . 


Lack of knowledge of government 


policies has caused the spread of ru- 
mors, but they are quickly killed in 
most cases. For example,' Duong's 
television interview was specifically 
aimed at quashing the rumor that 
owners of savings accounts would not 
receive all their money from the 


banks. 


There is still apprehension among 


many Saigonese, particularly busi- 
nessmen. Importers and exporters 
used to be financed in their operation 
abroad by U.S. officials and they now 
do not know where they will obtain 
foreign currency. 


The government has stated 'that in 


general exporting and importing will 
continue, with profits guaranteed, but 
there have been no specifics yet made 
available and no deals have actually 
been made. 


Government officials say they have 


solutions to all problems, but they 
may be a while in coming. 


Unemployment in Saigon, for ex- 


ample, is being corabatted with a gov- 


ernment-aided program trying to get 
residents back to the countryside, it Is 
so far an effective program, filling all 
available buses and trucks to the roof- 
tops, literally. 


The shortage of money is being at 


least partially solved by demanding 
payment of utility bills, taking the 
money offered from the utility com- 
, panies and applying that to payment 
out for bank accounts. 


Other problems will also be solved, 


spokesmen say. 


The government appears to work In 


the belief that'if there is peace in 
Vietnam 29 years after the Dec. 19, 
1946 Viet Mlnh attacks on French gar- 
risons that opened the war, all things 
are possible.

Bids pouring in to GSA 
Gold sale could net $83 million 


WASHINGTON .(UPI) - Bids are 


pouring in for Monday's auction of 
one-half million ounces of U.S. gov- 
ernment gold, a sale that could earn 
the Treasury more than $83 million In 
hard cash: 


The General \ Services Adminis- 


tration reported Friday that more 
than 200 bids from private and com- 
mercial interests were on hand in 
sealed envelopes. 


With many gold bugs waiting until 


the last minute to submit their offers, 
one Treasury expert said there could 
be as many as 400 bids on the table at 
11:00 a.m. Monday when the GSA for- 
mally opens the sale. 


There Is an enthusiasm -about this 


auction that was lacking Jon. 6 when 
the administration, after, lifting 40- 
year ban on gold ownership by Ameri-, 
can citizens, put 2 million ounces of 
bullion from the U.S. stockpile on the 
market. 


The response was sluggish, bids 


were low and only 754,000 ounces were 
actually delivered at an average price 
of $165.67 a.n ounce. 


An alarming slide in the free mar- 


ket gold'price,'from about $199 an 


ounce when the first sale was an- 
nounced to $170 an ounce at auction 
time, was a big factor in the lacklus- 
ter turnout. 


Since then, the 'price of the often 


volatile metal has found a plateau. 
It was roughly $167 an ounce on May 
30, when the second sale was an- 
nounced and was about $166 an ounce 


at the close of business Friday. 


If the entire offering is sold at this 


price, the government would be richer 
in dollars by $83 million. Intense bid- 
ding could push the yield even higher. 


One European bank has reportedly 


made an offer for the entire 500,000 
ounces. 


"I don't think they'll be beating 


down the doors but there should be a 
little more action than last time," 
said Thomas W. Wolfe, director of the 
Treasury's Office of Domestic Gold 
and Silver Operations. 


The amount of gold offered repre- 


sents about one week's output from 
the gold mines of South Africa, the 
world's leading producer. 


India police nab 30 in show of force 


NEW DELHI (UPI) — Club- 


swinging police waded into unarmed 
crowds of antlgovernment sympa- 
thizers Sunday, arresting at least 30 
persons in the first known mass dem- 
onstrations under India's state of 
emergency decree. 


In a powerful show of force, police 


in adjoining old Delhi chased groups 
of 20 and 30 demonstrators at a tjme 
down narrow side streets, stopping oc- 
casionally to swing at anyone in their 
way with heavy wooden nightsticks. 


The frightened demonstrators took 


refuge in homes, shops and alleyways 
in the crowded ancient city, but police 
charged in after them. 


Ten policemen were seen ganging 


up on two unarmed teen-aged boys 
who were not participating hi the 
demonstration. The officers rammed 
nightsticks into their ribs while others 


• smashed them across the shoulders 
and the backs of their knees. 


Grabbing them by the hair and 


the napes of their necks, police drag- 
ged the terrified youths, screaming in 


pain, to waiting paddy wagons a block 
away. 


Other groups of police dashed down 


a block-long street next to old Delhi's 
town.hall as nearly 100 demonstrators 
fled before them. The officers stream- 
ed into shops and housing areas, club- 
bing demonstrators and dragging 
them off to police vans. 


The arrests were made under the 


emergency decree proclaimed Thurs- 
day by Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 


It was under the decree that Sun- 


day's arrests were made.

ganization," because as he puts it, 
"they don't know what they're en- 
titled to." He said many veterans 
may be unaware of their eligibility for 
a variety of benefits and pensions be- 
cause they have no affiliation with a 
veterans' group. 


"If a guy isn't with an organization, 


he just isn't going to find out about 
these benefits," Richards said. He 
noted*that at a number of occasions, 
new members in the Order of the 
Purple Heart discovered they quali- 
fied for benefits from several veter- 
ans' organizations.

million OKd for Golf repairs 


by BOB LAHEY 


SPRINGFIELD — Following a 


marathon fight in the Illinois Senate 
Saturday night, the budget of the 
State Dept. of Transportation — in- 
cluding $5.3 million for improvements 
on Golf Road — was passed and sent 
to the governor. 


Passage of the department budget 


totaling approximately $2 billion sig- 
naled the end of a three-way fight be- 
tween the House and the Senate, Da- 
ley Democrats and Republicans, and 
the governor and the legislature. 


The Senate spent much of its time 


Saturday with the Democratic major- 
ity attempting to strip House amend- 
ments for downstate road projects 
from the bill, and Daley Democrats 
trying to add millions of dollars for 
such projects as the Chicago Cross- 
town Expressway. 


FINALLY, AROUND midnight, a 


coalition of the 25 Republican senators 
and 8 independent Democrats pre- 
vailed. 


During the prolonged battle over the 


road budget, the governor gradually 
backed down from his insistence on a 
$4.5 
billion "Accelerated 
Building 


Program" which would have given 
him authority to issue' long-term 
bonds to cover many of the projects 
included in the Dept. of Trans- 
portation budget. 


Walker aides had lobbied against 


many road projects in the trans- 
portation budget, because they were 
being used by the governor as justifi- 
cation for his bonding program. As it 
b e c a m e evident the Accelerated 


Building Program was going no- 
where, the governor's opposition was 
withdrawn. 


The Golf Road project was among 


those included in the bargaining. 


Under the budget passed early Sun- 


day morning, $4.4 million is provided 


for widening of Golf Road to four 
lanes from Higgins Road to Barring- 
ton Road. Another $900,000 is author- 
ized for resurfacing pavement and 
widening shoulders along Golf from 
Barrington Road to the Kane County 
line. 


Parks may levy tax to pay 
for handicapped programs 


The Elk Grove Park District will 


levy a new tax for recreation pro- 
grams for the handicapped this year 
if Gov. Daniel Walker signs legislation 
making the levy possible. 


A bill proposed by State Sen. Harris 


Faweli; R-Napervllle, to allow park 
districts to levy up to 2 cents per $100 
assessed valuation without referen- 
dum has cleared the Illinois General 
Assembly and is awaiting the gover- 
nor's signature. 


The park board Thursday night 


agreed to include a levy of. .8 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation in its ap- 
propriation ordinance for 1975-76. if 
Walker does not veto the bill. The tax 
might Increase the average home- 
owner's tax bill by a fraction of a 
cent. 


THE FUNDS would be used as the 


park district's share of operating 
costs for the Northwest Special Recre- 
ation Assn. 


The association, formed last year, is 


made up of nine area park districts in 
Elk Grove, Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships. 


Previously, park districts have paid 


for the activities offered by the asso- 
ciation out of their recreation funds. 
Fawell's bill will allow a separate 
levy to obtain the money. 


Richard Ludovissy, Elk Grove Park 


District's representative on the asso- 
ciation's board of directors, said the 
measure also will ensure continued 
funding for the cooperative in case 
the federal revenue-sharing program 
is not renewed at the end of this year. 


Almost 80 per cent of the associ- 


ation's operating expenses are paid by 
the three townships with revenue 
sharing monies, he said. 


The special recreation association 


provides activities for the handi- 
capped that range from swimming, 
bowling and horseback riding to arts 
and crafts classes in addition to 
frequent outings to places of interest 
in the Chicago area. 


Park districts who are members of 


the association cooperate by providing 
facilities for its programs as well as 
funds. 
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National bylatos change voted 
Women's Political unit to admit men 


The National Women's Political 


Caucus agreed at its convention this 
weekend In Boston to conduct an af- 
firmative-action program to attract 
racial minorities, men and Republi- 
cans to the organization. 


Julie Sass, a resident of Elk Grove 


Village and alternate delegate to the 
convention from the Northwest Subur- 
ban Women's Political Caucus, said In 
an Interview from Boston that Iho 
change In the national bylaws to re- 
quire local chapters to accept men 
was opposed by some local groups 
(hat had rules prohibiting men. 


However, tho rule was adopted. 
"The fceling-ncre was that any kind 


of exclusion from the organization is 
just not right," she said. In addition 
to admitting men, local chapters will 
have to make efforts to involve racial 
minority groups in the organization 
and "there will bo a strong emphasis 
on a balance between parties." 


Tho Women's Political Caucus has 


found most of Its members in tho 
Democratic Party. 


AMONG PROMINENT members of 


tho caucus nationally are U.S. Rep. 
Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., and Texas 
Democrat Sissy Farenthold, national 
chairman for the caucus. 


Locally, Mrs. Sass said, the North- 


west suburban caucus has also bad 
many Democrats, including herself. 
Mrs. Sass served as a delegate to tho 
Democratic mlnlconventlon in Kansas 
City last year. 


In addition to making the decision 


on affirmative action, the caucus de- 
ddcd to assess national dues of $5 per 
person, Mrs. Sass said, again over ob- 
jections of some local chapters. 


"The atmosphere of the caucus has 


been pretty exciting," she added; 
"There has been a lot of haggling 
along with a great deal of mutual re- 
spect." 


ONE OF THE large delegations at 


the convention, she said,- came from 
Iowa, where the caucus has about 
2,000 members, compared to just 133 
'in Illinois. Mrs. Sass said delegates 
from other states have been talking to 
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Iowa delegates to find out the secret 
ot organizing. "We were just as- 
tounded by Iowa," she said. 


Rep. Abzug addressed the con- 


vention on Friday, telling the women 
she was going to the International 
Women's Year Conference In Mexico 
City with a proposal that the United 
Nations deny recognition to countries 
that do not include women in their de- 
legations, Mrs. Sass said. 


Rep. Abzug told members of the 


caucus not to be discouraged by the 
dissension that has plagued the inter- 
national conference, Mrs. Sass said. 
"She said it is a great step forward 
that the conference is even being 
held."

1 


Tuning in a better way to learn

The high hopes and big dream* 


educators once had for the use of tele- 
vision In the classroom have dimmed. 


Onco thought of as an "end-all" In 


education, TV Is slowly and quietly 
making a comeback in the classroom, 
but as just another learning "tool." 


It's now called "educational" rather 


than "Instructional" television. Tho 
television teacher droning a lesson 
lias been replaced by moon launches, 
un dorse a spectaculars, "Sesame 
Street" and even the students them- 
selves, who arc filming their own 
educational programs. 


"They've learned that equipment 


and fancy television networks do not 
make television," said Robert Hun- 
yard, director of communication ser- 
vices at Northern Illinois University. 
"It's what you put into It that 
counts." 


SINCE THE birth of TV, education- 


al interest in the medium has been 
high. Millions of dollars In research 
grants were spent on development of 
educational television networks that 
wcro to beam specialized programs 
into the classrooms. 


In St. Louis, there was an idea to 


transmit movies at night to schools 
for videotaping and then show them in 
class the next day. 


Even as late as 1969, there was a 


proposal In Illinois for a $39 million 
statewide educational channel capable 
of replacing a classroom teacher, but 
a $2 million feasibility study was as 
far as that Idea ever got. 


Helping the Ideas into oblivion was 


money, or rather the lack of It. When 
the millions of dollars in research 
grants ran out, school boards found 


out just how expensive TV was to op- 
crate on their own. 


BUT EDUCATORS also found that 


specialized networks weren't neces- 
sary to provide educational television. 


"It was thought that TV was an 


end-all for education," said Hunyard. 
But educators have found that TV • 
alone is not a good way to convey in- 
formation. It should be coupled with 
several media. It should be used to 
embellish classroom work. 
. 


"It's definitely better," said Hun- 


yard. "TV will now have a slower 
buildup, but It .will be better in value, > 
eventually, to teacher and students." 


"Sesame Street," "Mister Rogers' 


Neighborhood, "The Underseas World 
of Jacques Cousteau," historical spe- 
cials, and other programs, are often 
assigned as "homework" by teachers. 


MANY SCHOOLS have videotape 


equipment and record lab demonstra- 
tions or plays that are shown to sev- 
eral classes at different times. 


And, although the practice is ques- 


tionable under copyright laws, many 
schools videotape television specials 
for presentation during the school 
day. 


At Iroquols Junior High School, Des 


Plnlncs, television is part of Eleanor 
Means' job in the school's instruc- 
tional materials center. She looks out 
for programs that "fit in with the 
school's curriculum" and passes out 
weekly listings of good programming 
to keep teachers informed. 


Teachers like Helen StruUng, of the 


language arts department at Iroquols, 
take advantage of the system by as- 
signing programs for .children to 
watch at home.

Catholic TV network 
to debut in classroom

Television may become a daily part 


,of tho curriculum this fall for children 
in local Catholic elementary schools. 


Tho Catholic Television Network of 


Chicago is gearing up for a full sched- 
ule of educational programs for 
broadcasting over four closed-circuit 
channels to parochial schools and par- 
ishes in tho Chicago area. 


CTN began broadcasting in January 


after four years of research and dc> 
vclopmcnk The network tied into 420 
Catholic parishes and about 390 ele- 
mentary schools, transmitting pro- 
grams on a special frequency that 
cannot, bo picked up on homo tele- 
vision sets. 


PROGRAMS ARE AIMED at au- 


diences other than the child In the 
classroom. The summer schedule in- 
cludes programs for the clergy, senior 
citizens, women's groups and adults 
from the parishes as well as day time 
programs for children attending sum- 
mer camp. Tho bulk of daytime pro- 
gramming in the fall will bo devoted 
to education series with after school 
time geared to teacher training and 


evening programs aimed at adults. 


CTN officials see the educational 


programs as a needed resource for 
teachers. "All the programs we're 
talking-about are the result of ideas 
from groups of staff people who work 
'in the field with parish and school 
people," said the Rev. James F. Mo- 
rlarty, director of the network. "When 
they say there is a need, we respond. 
There's a lot of consultation on each 
program." 


Since January network 
officials 


have accumulated six pages of 
requests from people interested in 
specific types of programs. 


"The response we've had so far this 


year has been overwhelmingly posi- 
tive," said Sister Mary Eric Mllltzer, 
director of educational programming. 
"People are requesting everything 
and anything. We have enough to look 
into right now to lost us 10 years." 


Sister Mary met with teachers in 


practically every parochial school hi 
the Chicago area several times this 
year to discuss what they want and 
how they can put CTN to work. The

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like the special 'Huckleberry 
Finn'," said Mrs. Strubtog. "Students 
could watch, then write a book report 
on the show. 


"Many times student&will come up 


to me and ask if they can/ watch a 
special program for credit," said Mrs. 
Strobing. "It's too bad parents are not 
more selective at home on what their 
children watch. Children tend to 
watch the sensational, but they could 
be getting so much more." 


THOUGH THE spontaneity of tele- 


vision makes it valuable for witness- 
ing space launches or special hearings . 
Hke the Watergate investigation, little < 
television watching goes on in most • 
schools during the class day. 


"We do very little with off-the-air 


programs," said Eldo Rdd, teacher 
at Lively Junior High School, Elk 
Grove Village. "Very seldom is a 
show you want to see on at a time 
when you can gather with a class and 
watch it." 


Despite money crunches that are 


causing school districts to hold the 
line in budgets, more and more tele- 
vision equipment is finding its way 
into schools where students and staff 
prefer to do it themselves when it 
comes to educational programming. 


Some districts, like Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dist 15, have a full-time 
professional who is hired to oversee 
use of television. Dist IS has a tele- 
vision studio and almost $100,000 in 
broadcasting equipment.' 


RECENTLY, STUDENTS in the dis- 


trict produced a show explaining 28 
departments of Northwest Community 
Hospital in a tour conducted by Mal- 
colm MacCoun, hospital president. 


"The tape is being shown to grades 


kindergarten through eighth," said 
Michael Baker, who heads Dist. 15's 
television programming. "That's 28 
departments the kids will learn about; 
twenty-eight areas that they normally 
wouldn't be allowed Into." 


Baker says his biggest problem is 


breaking down the belief that tele- 
vision "is a big production." 


"Most people's concept of TV is 


what they see on the networks — 
lights, cameras, hours of production 
time that is complicated," said Baker. 
"At workshops where we teach teach- 
ers how to use the equipment, the 
most common comment is 'that's not 
as bard as I thought it was.'" 


. THOUGH SCHOOLS are finding a 
variety of uses for television, the 
dream of the 50s and 60s — television 
teaching the masses — probably won't 
be one of them, said Charles Miller, in 
charge of television in High School 
Disk 214. 


Miller referred to a Michigan State 


University survey on the cost of using 
television in education compared to 
conventional teaching methods. 


"They found that for television to be 


the same cost as other methods, you 
had to broadcast to 500 students at a 
time, at least four times a week," 
said Miller. 


"Only big colleges can do that with 


some fresman level required courses 
with large enrollments," he said. 


EACH OF the eight schools in Dist. 


214 has three tape machines, four 
cameras, and 15 receivers, said Mill- 
er. Closed circuit television systems 
are installed at Buffalo Grove, Pros-

require a woman to get written 
permission from her husband or 
parents before having an abor- 
tion, despite substantial opinion 
that the requirement is in con- 
flict with the Supreme Court rul- 
ing which legalized abortion. 


The two versions of the abor- 


tion bill now go to Gov. Daniel 
Walker for his signature. Walker 
should veto the legislation. 


In 'addition to requiring mar- 


ried women to get their hus- 
bands' written permission for 
abortions and requiring women 
under 18 to havo permission 
from their parents, the real mis- 
chief of the proposed change in 
the law* is the risk that if it is 
passed and later declared un- 
constitutional, Illinois may end 
up without any law regulating 
the sanitation or operation of 
abortion clinics. The present Illi- 
nois law, passed after the Su- 
preme Court ruling, conforms 
with the ruling while at the same 
time regulating to some extent 
the operation of clinics to en- 
sure patient safety. 


Cecil Partee, Illinois Senate 


president, said the bill is "an in- 
sult to our legislative process 
and our system of government" 
because of its deliberate attempt 
to undermine the Supreme Court 
ruling. • 


As we have said hi the past, 


the Supreme Court ruling on 
abortion was a good one. For 
those who disagree, however, 
the proper avenue to follow in 
trying to change the law is at the 
federal — not the state—level.

Unincorporated land's 
future under review

Cook County officials reviewing a 


proposed master plan last week ended 
up pondering the future of the coun- 
ty's unincorporated areas. 


Faced with a proposed master plan 


that calls on county zoners to promote 
actively an end to the unincorporated 
islands among the 125 suburban mu- 
nicipalities, some county officials bal- 
ked. 


County Comr. Carl R. Hansen, a 


Mount Prospect Republican, started 
the questioning of the plan's premise 
when he asked planner Rolf C. Camp- 
bell to tell him why the county should 
get rid of unincorporated areas. 


Hansen said later the county should 


neither promote nor discourage an- 
nexations or incorporations of the 
unincorporated areas. 
- * 


But Campbell said the idea that the 


county should work Actively to. elimi- 
nate unincorporated areas is crucial 
to the plan which gives great weight 
to the attitudes of neighboring munici- 
palities in deciding how' unincorpo- 
rated lands should be zoned. < 


Campbell, the consultant hired to 


prepare the "county master plan and 
zoning ordinance, said some counties 
discourage municipalities from annex- 
ing unincorporated areas., , 


He and another planner from his 


firm said other counties resort to 
leaving a strip of public land sur- 
rounding a development dedicated for 
public use so that in the future no mu- 
nicipality could annex a large com- 
mercial or industrial project in an 
unincorporated area. 


He said that if Cook County were to 


take a stand to preserve the unin- 
corporated areas, the county should 
consider similar tactics or at least a 
placement of zoning for commercial 
and industrial developments in areas 
that ore likely to remain unincorpo- 
rated. He said the reason is the coun- 
ty would need property tax revenue 
from those developments to pay for 
county services like police protection 
and snow plowing. 


At the end of last week's meeting, 


Zoning Board Chairman Alex R. Selth 
was agreeing with Hansen that the 
plan should take a softer stand and 


leave it up to local areas to decide 
what should be annexed. 


Seith also agreed with attorney Per- 


ry J. Snyderman that the words "will 
and must" should be dropped from 
the section about the influence of mu- 
nicipal plans over neighboring unin- 
corporated plans so that the plan 
would not lock county zoners into go- 
ing along with a municipality in all 
zoning decisions. 


But the whole discussion raised 


some interesting questions both about 
the future of unincorporated Cook 
County. 


While no one at the zoning board 


session said the county should pre- 
serve unincorporated areas forever, 
there are people in the county who 
feel-that would be just fine. ' 


Albert Sompolski of Maine Town- 


ship is one who feels that way. 


Sompolski is a director of the Con* 


gress of Cook County Homeowners As- 
sociations, a band of 91 homeowners' 
associations dedicated to the common 
problems of unincorporated area resi- 
dents. 
- '" • 


But the congress is also a coalition 


of people who believe in unincorpo- 
rated areas, Sompolski says. While 
many people don't want to pay the 
higher taxes associated with living in 
a municipality, others ' believe that 
only by remaining unincorporated can 
an area preserve its rural atmosphere 
and its aesthetic continuity.. 


Sompolski cites (he example of a 


subdivision near his home that was 
annexed by Nlles. Some of the half- 
acre lots were divided in two, drasti- 
cally, changing the character of the 
neighborhood, he said. "The villages 
tell you 'we'll take you, we'll protect 
you* . . . but the villages are no 
Utopia," he said. 


Cook County, unlike some counties, 


has been willing to cooperate with 
homeowners, Sompolski says, not only 
in providing services but in turning 
down requests for spot zoning^that 
would ' hurt neighboring residential 
properties. 
' 


Instead of annexing to a municipal- 


ity, Sompolski said he would like to 
see an Improvement of township gov- 
ernment as an alternative to relying 
on the county for ell services. 


Some owners in unincorporated 


areas are even more Influenced by 
the potential hike of taxes on a $50,000 
home by $150 per year for annexing to 
a municipality, Sompolski says. Both 
he and Hansen advocate contract po- 
licing as an alternative to annexation. 


While Campbell is on the other side 


of the fence largely because of- the 
continuity of the county's master 
plan, another county official, cites 
practical reasons for eliminating the 
unincorporated areas by the end of 
the century. 


Daniel J. Ferrone, county planning 


and development director, argues that 
it is inefficient for the county to try to 
provide police and other services to 
the 230 square miles of unincorpo- 
rated Jand spread over a 900 square- 
mile area. 


Ferrone is particularly concerned 


about 361 islands of less than 60 acres 
which legally, can be annexed by mu- 
nicipalities without consent of the 
property owners. 


He said he believes villages "owe" 


the county the annexing of those pock- 
ets -of land.' Moreover, he says vil- 
lages should eventually annex all 
unincorporated land Including forest 
preserves to avoid the county having 


• to provide services to a divided area. t 
•The undertaking is really not such a 
major one, he says, because there are 
•.only 12,000 unincorporated acres in 
the county wbkh aren't close enough 
to a municipality to be within the'1%- 
mile limit'that the county considers a 
village's planning area. 


Of that total, 4,000 acres are in for- 


est preserves and another large sec- 
tion is in the center of the area pro- 
posed for incorporation as the City of 
Prospect Heights. 


While it appears that the county 


master plan may neatly avoid the 
question of advocating or dis- 
couraging annexations; there remains 
the question of how the county board 
would vote on such a policy decision. 


Perhaps', as other counties have, 


Cook County should consider its stand 
instead of merely letting unincor- 
porated areas slowly decrease in size 
until only the most-undesirable prop- 
erty remains for the county to call its 
own.-

The library board should be assess- 


ing alternate means' of obtaining the 
necessary books. Certainly, they will 
not fool the voters into financing an 
expansion program just to get a few 
thousand dollars' worth of books.

Suburban youth 


crime on rise 


by KAREN THOMPSON 


At 13, Carol Is In Juvenile court fac- 


ing a long nrrest record for prostitu- 
tion. When admitted to a hospital for 
psychiatric examination, she tore out 
several telephones, then ran away. 
She Is slightly retarded and hostile to- 
ward direction from anyone. 


John Is 14 and has been In and out 


of the juvenile courts for everything 
from burglary to arson. He Is very 
blase about It, saying "It all starts 
when your friends do things you've 
never dono before and you all end up 
In trouble." 


Jane Is 14 yean old and living In a 


facility tor delinquents because she Is 
a chronic runaway. Her rctuon —her 
stepfather had been molesting her for 
four years. 


The middle and upper class young- 


sters of suburbia, who supposedly 
have comfortable niches in life — 
money, cars, space and a community 
catering to their every whim — are 
being hustled off to police stations at 
an ever increasing clip. 


Fifty per cent of all suburban crime 


Is committed by juveniles, according 
to police statistics. 


In the suburbs, where, according to 


David Zack of tho Palatine Police De- 
partment Juvenile Division, there ore 
more social agencies than anywhere 
else, whore schools report tho best 
counseling ratios and special pro- 
grams for problem children, where 
tho police departments are staffed 
with juvenile divisions and where 
families have achieved the "good 
life," juvenile crime Is rising faster 
than anywhere eke. 


AS LT. PAUL Bucholtz of tho Arling- 


ton Heights Police Deportment Juve- 
nile Division said. "Don't kid yourself. 
There's nothing happening in the city 
that Isn't happening here." It's lust 
more visible In tho cities whore 
youths are packed together. 


The Arlington Heights Police De- 


partment reports, which according to 


Juvenile crime is on the in- 


crease, in suburbs as well as 
cities. In a three-part series, re- 
porter Thompson examines why 
this is occurring and what hap- 
pens when a Northwest subur- 
ban juvenile gets into trouble 
with the law. Coses cited in the 
scries are real, but names have 
been changed to protect the 
juvenile. 


Bucholtz are representative of statis- 
tics of other Northwest suburbs, show 
a marked increase 'in criminal acts 
committed by juveniles in 1974 com- 
pared with 1973. The figures for the 
first few months of 1875 show that the 
trend is continuing. 


The suburbs ore no Utopia and the 


police have the statistics to prove It.

Harold Marx, a Cook County proba- 


tion officer In the Palatine area, says 
juveniles are committing more 
serious crimes and are being petition- 
ed to the courts to face stringent con- 
sequences. 


Marx said his case load during tiu 


past six months Is the highest it has 
ever been. "I have 23 juveniles that 1 
am presently working with and that it 
a lot for a village the size of Pala- 
tine," he said. 


According to William Cobb, youth 


officer for the Palatine Police Depart- 
ment,"juvenUe strong-armed robbery 
had quadrupled this year over last 
and the number of juvenile burglaries 
in the first five months of 1975 nearly 
equal what it was for all of 1974." 
Burlgary Is a serious offense — a fel- 
ony. 


"JUVENILES, 16 years old and 


younger, used to steal unattended bi- 
cycles or candyfrora a store. Now, 
they break into houses where they 
steal cash and valuables. They snatch 
purses and break into cars," said 
Cobb. 


One-half of the jailed criminals in 


the United States today are juveniles. 
Although the ratio of boys to girls was 
a steady five to one, that gap is nar- 
rowing as sex role differences be- 
tween them decrease. The return to 
criminal acts after arrest and con- 
viction of children is up to as high as 
80 per cent, according to the National 
Council of Crime and Delinquency. 


The Cook County Committee on 


Criminal Justice reports that the vol- 
ume of crime and delinquent acts by 


youth in Illinois over the past decade 
has Increased 14 times faster than the 
general population. In the next 10 
years, It estimates, 40 per cent of the 
juvenile population will have an ar- 
rest record of some kind. 


THE 
COOK 
COUNTY Juvenile 


Courts handle more than 40,000 cases 
per year. John Pierce, a deputy chief 
probation officer for the juvenile court 
of Cook County, said, "Delinquent be- 
havior trends are up and they are the 
fastest growing in the suburbs." 


Pierce, who has been a suburban 


probation officer for 28 years, cites 
burglary and th'eft showing the, most 
marked increase by suburban youth. 


A bill of rights for girls? 


What do they steal? Stereo equip- 
ment, tape players, things that are 
easily dispersed. According to Zack, 
they not only steal from merchants 
and strangers, but even from their 
friends. 
Pierce also is concerned 


about tho increase in crimes of vio- 
lence — rape, assault, etc. 


"In the past few months we have 


even seen on increase in gang activi- 
ties in the suburbs. These are not so- 
phisticated groups like the Latin 
Kings or the Black Stone Rangers, but 
they could be the beginnings of worse 
things to come — the nucleus is 
there." 


PIERCE ALSO cited an increasing 


number of runaways. "Some of these 
kids* run away for kicks, but some 


really do it up good — boys and girls 
together, hotel rooms, stolen cars, tho 
whole bit." 


The situation has parents, school of- 


ficials, police, the courts and social 
agencies — the entire community 
looking for reasons, looking for solu- 
tions. 


Judge Joseph Mooney, Cook County 


Juvenile judge who handles cases in 
the Northwest area, deals with the 
crisis every day. "Sure I get dis- 
couraged — and frightened, too. We 
must keep a serious approach to ev- 
. ery individual case. These children 
have problems and if we don't afford 
each one the attention they deserve, 
they will treat their actions lightly."

It's a Little Women's Lib move- 


ment, really, and tho Girls Clubs of 
America is leading It. 


Once a center for young homemak- 


era-to-be, tho 30-year-old voluntary 
youth agency has come to terms with 
reality. 


It's looking for tho y*oung female 


dropout or drug addict or probationer 
and Inviting her in. 


It's allowing her to decide what 


kind of help she wants and then trying 
to supply it. 


And, to make her and the public 


aware of her place in society; It's for- 
mulating a now Girls Bill of Rights. 


A girl's primary right, according to 


Edith Blakcslco Phclps, GCA National 
executive director, is the right to bo 
taken scrious'y. 


"THERE ARE NOT enough people 


who toko girls seriously and are sensi- 
tive to their needs," she says. 


"That's why, we believe, there's 


been a noticeable increase in the 
crime rate and dropout rate among 
girls, and why recidivism among 
them has jumped from 20 to 40 per 
cent. 


"Take public and foundation fund- 


Ing, for example. People will listen to 
fund-raising pleas from a boy's school 
before they'll listen to picas for a 
girls' school. Boys receive from three 
to eight times more old than girls." 


It m a y bo unconscious dis- 


crimination, reflecting an attitude 
centuries old (girls get married and 
stay homo; why waste education on 
them?) or it may be deliberate. Still, 
it persists. On more inconsequential 
levels, too. 


"IF THERE'S a local public pool," 


Mn. Phelps says, "it's very usual to 
have the buys given more use of it 


than girls, at more convenient hours." 


The girl of today, confused and un- 


certain of her role because of social 
upheaval, Is faced with many more 
difficult questions than before. Ques- 
tions she may not even be aware of. 


"Girls should know they have op- 


tions, that there are decisions to be 
made. One of our priorities is to find 
that girl, who wouldn't think to come 
to us for guidance on her real ques- 
tions: Should I marry? Can I be suc- 
cessful In a career and at home? * 
What are ray chances of getting It? 


"She should know she has the right 


to decide what to do with her life and 
that she can get help doing it." 


THERE ARE 230 Girls Club units 


across the country, serving 174,000 
girls, mostly under-privileged. Each 
operates according to its own needs. 


"There's almost nothing imposed 


from this office beyond the basic ele- 
ments of purpose and accountability," 
Mrs*. Phclps says. "The Girls Club of 
New York, for Instance, has a reme- 
dial reading program because the 
girls realized they can't get the edu- 
cation they need without some special 
assistance. In Minneapolis, they have 
several counseling programs on sex- 
uality and the family which Include 
parents." 


Fifty-seven per cent of tho clubs 


sponsor drug abuse prevention pro- 
grams; 54 per cent work with girls on 
probation and a 
few run half- 


way-houses. 


ALMOST ALL OFFER pre-career 


counseling programs and many offer 
apprenticeship opportunities and guid- 
ance from local professional women. 


All of it Is needed. "We receive 


from 300 to 500 letters every month 
from girls or Interested adults asking 
where the nearest club Is or how they 


can organize one," Mrs. Phelps says. 


"We have a definite procedure to 


follow for creating a new club. We ad- 
vise people whom to contact in the 
community to assess the need for a 
club there. Then one of our regional 
field supervisors goes in to pick up 
from there. 


"There must be a professionally 


competent staff of at least an execu- 
tive director and a program director. 
And the distinction of this agency is 
that we're always building based 
which means there must be a place, 
physically, to go. 


"IN THE PAST yoar, we've had a 


40 per cent increase in the number of 
clubs around the country, but there 
are still a great number of girls out 
there who need us." 


Some day, Mrs. Phelps hopes, there 


won't be a need for a "girls" club. 
"We as an organization should 
speak to everyone's needs. But until 
attitudes are completely changed so 
that we're talking about human 
beings and not this group or that, our 
priority is to be an advocate of rights 
of girls."

neighbor's vegetable garden but not 
the right one. Anyone having three 
cats surely has his own back yard. All 
that needs to be done for cats Is to dig 
an area around a tree- or shrub — 
making a whole circle. Have the soil 
nice and loose. Not only does It make 
the tree look well cared for, but the 
cats will much prefer this area to that 
of a hostile neighbor's garden. 


With that many cats, loosen the soil 


around more than one tree or shrub. 
If no trees are around, then dig up an 
area next to a fence as you would for 
a flower bed, but forget about flowers. 
Cats are very neat animals and want 
to cover up their toilet habits.

Alcohol won't help diabetes 


I am 37 years old and have had dia- 


betes ilnee 19M. I have been going to 
•event docton, always trying to 
•void the Insulin Injections which I 
fear fiercely. I hive been on pills to 
control my blood glucose. 


The doctor I am seeing now nyi 


then Is only thing left to do If this 
doesn't bring the blood sugar down, 
and that Is the needle. I don't want to 
start that because I will have to take 
tt the rest of my life. 


Since October my blood test results 


have been 320, 289, and 283. Then I 
joined Weight Watchers and from 
Dec. 28 to Jan. 31 It dropped to 269. 


Now 1 am having trouble with my 


driver's license. The doctor won't sign 
a statement on uncontroled diabetes. I, 
ashed him what my blood sugar must 
be before he will sign the card so I 
could get my license back and he said 
120. Don't you think thh> Is unfair? I 
have had this for seven years and not 
had any dlixy spells or blacking out.' 
Do you think I should go to some oth- 
er doctor who might give me a better 
break? 


You had a column once that men- 


tioned a certain kind of alcohol which 
would drop the blood sugar. What was 
It? 


Also, Is losing weight • definite an- 


swer to a safe and sure way of bring- 
ing the blood sugar down? Or Is there 
still a possibility of having to take In- 
sulin? Is being depressed and losing 
your temper connected with diabetes? 


The kind of alcohol that drops blood 


sugar Is the kind you mix in cocktails 
or got in beer. It acts by chemically 
tying up an important enzyme In the 
liver (NAD) used to convert food 
stores to glucose. It won't help you 


though, and will make your diabetic 
problem worse. I don't approve of al- 
cohol for diabetics. 


I do approve of your effort to lose 


weight, If you have any obesity prob- 
lem at all. Many overweight women 
will have normal blood sugar tests af- 
ter they get down to normal weight. I 
usually consider a good diet and cor- 
rection of any obesity the first step in 
treatment of the obese patient with 
high blood sugar levels. Diet alone 
usually is as useful as the pills. It rt> 
quires more effort, but if you want to 
avoid that needle, I'd recommend 
being conscientious about getting your 
weight under control. 


Exorcise also lowers blood sugar. A 


good exercise program, done sensibly, 
might-help with your diet program. 
Those high blood sugar levels you 
havo indicate that the liver Is con- 
verting more food to glucose than 
your body uses, not just that you have 
a problem in absorbing too much' sug- 
ar. 


Severe diabetics may still need in- 


sulin even when they are not obese. 
They have a different problem and 
lose enormous amounts of calories 
through the excess glucose eliminated 
in the urine, unless they are properly 
controled by insulin. 


I'm sure your doctor Is trying to en- 


courage you to do the best thing for 
your over-all health. You con help by 
following a -good program and work- 
Ing hard on the diet aspects of'your 
problem. •

Renovation required? 
Hire lawyer

on city hall 


Tho DCS Plaines Historical Society 


has hired an attorney to determine if 
city codes require extensive renova- 
tion of the old city hall building before 
the structure could be used as a mu- 
seum. 


Richard Welch, historical society 


museum director, said Friday the 
society hired Chicago attorney Gerard 
Dcmpsey to review the code. 


Welch stressed that the society is 


not considering any legal action 
against the city. The historical society 
and the DCS Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission have been attempting to 
have the city council turn over the 
building for use as a museum and 
community center. 


Some aldermen and Mayor Herbert 


H. Behrcl have indicated they favor 
razing the structure to moke room for 
parking and landscaping for the Civic 
Center and police building complex. 


CITY OFFICIALS havo reported 


that It would, cost $100,000 to $300,000 
to renovate the structure and brlpg it 
up to city code standards. 


Historical society representatives 


havo questioned If the extensive reno- 
vation Is really necessary. 


"Wo Just wanted an Independent 


opinion on the city code requirements. 
We wanted to get someone who has 
not been connected with the society or 
the city In the past to review the code 
and moke a decision," Welch said. 


He Indicated Dcmpsey's review 


should be done by Friday. 


"Wo will present his findings to the 


city council for their information," 
Welch sold. 


"Wo would like the city council to 


see both sides of the situation and 
make on Intelligent decision," Welch 
added. 


WELCH SAID HE also plans to ac-

Don Mattes, the 46-year-old veteran 


pilot at the controls of the sleek Bell 
Jet Ranger, probably is taking Illinois 
Dopt. of Transportation engineers out 
to inspect a road project. 


Or Mattes could bo racing to a west- 


ern Illinois rural community to pick 
up a woman who has gone into labor 
In her seventh month of pregnancy 
and must be rushed to a well- 
equipped hospital to protect her own 
life and provide the best chance for 
survival of her premature Infant. 


TITB llM.MO craft piloted by Mat- 


tes and three other helicopters used 
by tho state In the northern part of 
Illinois are on 24-hour standby for 
trauma victims. Each helicopter Is 
equipped with two stretcher kits, 
enabling patients to be carried double- 
deck fashion if required. 


Mattes estimates that 30 to 40 per 


cent of his flight time is spent trans- 
porting trauma victims from small 
hospitals to large medical centers. In 
four years with the department of 
transportation, Mattes says ho has 
carried "at least a couple of hundred" 
patients. Neither he nor other state 
pilots have paramedic training, and 


medical personnel are required to ac- 
company all victims being trans- 
ported* 


"Cases vary from severe burn vic- 


tims to premature babies, but it Is in- 
teresting that we seem to have very 
few highway 'accident victims," Mat- 
tes said. 


Mattes lives in St. Charles and says 


he can travel to the highway depart- 
ment maintenance garage where tho 
helicopters are hangared "and be in 
the air within 15 minutes of receiving 
a.trauma call." 


MOST OF THE job involves taking 


highway department personnel out to 
supervise road marking and location 
studies. "We don't often do aerial 
traffic surveys, and we are definitely 
not out clocking speeders as most 
people believe," he chuckled. 


Mattes and other state pilots 


are "enthused" about a rooftop heli- 
port being planned Tor the eight-story 
building at Woodfleld now occupied by 
the transportation department. 


"Woodficld Is a really good loca- 


tion," Mattes said, explaining the site 
is just outside the 10-mile range of 
O'Hare Aplrport. "We can and often 
do go in closer, but then we must first 
get clearance, from the O'Hare tow-' 
er,"hesald.'

Air-traffic controllers find jobs 'uncontrollable'

Mr-traffic controllers often get 


more than they bargain for when they 
apply for duty at O'Hare Airport and 
then find It difficult to get out. 


"A lot of us came here under the 


misconception that by working at the 
busiest airport you can then transfer 
out as a supervisor," said Jlmmle 
Ware,,a controller who has been at 
O'Hare for two years. 


He went to the FAA after training 


in the U.S. Air Force. He had no 
choice in the service — they assigned 
him to air-traffic control. 


THE MILITARY training usually Is 


adequate background for n profes- 
sional air-traffic controller's job, and 
the good pay Is hard to turn down for 
a man just coming out of service. Av- 
erage figures now put a controller's 
Income at $24,000, although the young- 
er ones earn somewhat less than that, 
Ware said. 


"The majority of tho controllers do 


get into air traffic through the mili- 
tary, said O'Hare Tower Chief Pat- 
rick a'Sullivan, who got his start that 
wity 15 years ago. 


"Sometimes they don't kow what 


they're getting into," he said. "It Is 
quite a bit of mental stress. It's a fast 
game, and requires a youthful Individ- 
ual." 
. 


About half of the 110 contrllera pre- 
About half of the 110 controllers 


presently working at O'Hnre recently 
filed suit against the FAA for more 
pay, shorter hours and better working 
conditions. At members of the Profes- 
sional Air Traffic Controllers union, 
they have the right, to .bargain .for 
working conditions but not aalary, and 
the dtaident controllers now want up 
to $72,000 a year. 


O-SULLIVAN HAS his own prob- 


tans with the system. He has to com- 
pete .with other airports for con- 
troller*, and at 31 other facilities a 
controller can earn just as much, mm-. 
ey and do Jest work. His facility has 
an authorized strength of 133 con- 


trollers, but 110 are presently doing 
tho work. 


"Tho guys are proud to work here 


— they take pride in their work," he 
said. "Talk to any airline pilot. 
They'll tell you they're good." 


But why ask for the aggravation? 
"You want to be on the top team," 


O'Sulllvan said. "I think this is what 
attracts the people we get." He said 
that during his early years at Los 
Angeles Airport, "I always thought; 
could I make it at O'Hare?" 


"A lot of It is an ego trip," Ware 


said, adding he does like the work. He 
thinks the job would be easier if they 
could, get more "people and divide up 
the work. A more attractive sltuaton 
would get more topnotch people who 
are willing to be checked out quickly, 
Ware said. 


O'HARE, BUSIEST airport in the 


world, handles about 900,000 landings 
and takeoffs each year, O'Sulllvan 
.said, and that is far more than any of 
the nation's other major airports. 


"A slack period here would be con- 


sidered busy at Cleveland," Ware 
said. "Tension la high when.we're 
busy, and' 85 per cent of the time 
we're really busy." 


"When two planes get too close to- 


gether, you think about it, and you go 
home and think about It. Some guys 
have trouble going to > sleep for a 
while," he said. . 
. 


. The situation doesn't get any better. 
"It seems like all the time the air- 
lines are booking more than we can 
handle," Ware said. 


THE CONTROLLERS' entire lives 


are affected by their jobs. "There are 
a lot of divorces in our profession," 
Ware said. "If we hove a rough 
night, we go out and hit the bars, and 
some wives don't like that." He said 
they miss a lot of social functions be- 
cause they work rotating shifts, and 
most, of their friends are other con- 
trollers. 


The tension and strain also take 


their toll'In health "Over 50 per cent

(of the controllers) have some kind of 
stomach problem,*' Ware estimated, 


' and he can recall about 20 men who*

Ware feels .more pay might be 


enough incentive to offset the hard- 
ships of the job. He said controllers 


then would realize they are getting 
something extra for doing more work,

O'Sulllvan'said, he would like to 


have more to offer controllers, be- 
cause he does compete with other lo- 
cations and he feels he needs the best 
people available. "I have to-.have 
something to offer, more than work- 


big on a man's ego." 


•; O'SULUVAN AND Ware agree the 
FAA may need a new pay classifica- 
tion for larger airports. There are 
presently four categories, and the 22 
airports In the top level are not equal- 
ly .busy.''"There's only one O'Hare,' 
and then there's the rest of the FAA,". 
.O'Sulllvan said. 


He said turnover Is relatively high 


at O'Hare despite the complaints. He 
said 19 persons were promoted last 
year, and he has started a program 
that allows four men a year to trans- 
fer, based on seniority. 


Of his three top seniority men, one 


IB-year veteran and another with nine 
years at O'Hare don't plan to leave, 
but a six-year man is first on the list 
to go when the next opportunity 
arises. 
. 
• 


Controllers have sought'agreements 


that would allow them automatic 
chances to leave after five years. The 
average time is four years now, 
O'Sulllvan said, and the average age 
for tower controllers Is 27. Radar con- 
trollers in the base of the tower aver- 
age 30 years of age. 


THE O'HARE controllers spend 


about a year in various stages of 
training before,they are fully quali- 
fied, and specific numbers of "full 
performance level" controllers are re- 
quired in he radar room and tower at 
all times. 
• 


Controllers start at smaller facil- 


ities 'such as Palwaukee Airport, 
O'Sulllvan said, and get several weeks 
of training at the Oklahoma City, 
Okla., FAA center. 


After they accept jobs at O'Hare 


they begin new training, which begins 
with indoctrination. They move on to • 
departures and then the more com- 
plicated procedures for arrivals. 


"The FAA has an 'up or out' pol- 


icy,". O'Sulllvan said, "and if you 
don't complete your training you're 
out." Once a person makes it through 
his first facility, however, he has 
some security, and a controller will ; 
be transferred rather than dismissed' 
if problems arise, he said. 


The lengthy training is hecessry be- 


cause of the intricacy of O'Han's pat- 
terns, including the parallel runway 
system: "We try to get the guy to 
where he's safe. That's the first step. 
Then we try to teach him the finesse 
of the position."

SPRINGFIELD — Following a 


marathon fight in the Illinois Senate 
Saturday night, the budget of the 
State Dept. of Transportation — In- 
cluding $5.3 million for improvements 
on Golf Road — was passed and sent 
to the governor. 


Passage of the department budget 


totaling approximately $2 billion sig- 
naled the end of a three-way fight be- 
tween the House and the Senate, Da- 
ley Democrats and Republicans, and 
the governor and the legislature. 


The Senate spent much of its time 


Saturday with the Democratic major- 
ity attempting to strip House amend- 
ments for downstate road projects 
from the bill, and Daley Democrats 
trying to add millions of dollars for 
such projects as the Chicago Cross- 
town Expressway. 


FINALLY, AROUND midnight, a 


coalition of the 25 Republican senators 
and B independent Democrats pre- 
vailed. 
' During the prolonged battle over the 


road budget, the governor gradually 
backed down from his insistence on a 
$4.5 billion "Accelerated Building 
Program" which would have given 
him authority to issue long-term 
bonds to cover many of the projects 
included in the Dcpt. of Trans- 
portation budget. 


Walker aides had lobbied against 


many road projects in the trans- 
portation budget, because they were 
being used by the governor as justifi- 
cation for his bonding program. As it 
b e c a m e evident the Accelerated 
Building Program 
was going no- 


where, the governor's opposition was 
withdrawn. 


The Golf Road project was among 


those included in the bargaining. 


Under the budget passed early'Sun- 


day morning, $4.4 million is provided 
for widening of Golf Road to four 
lanes from Higgins Road to Barring- 
ton Road. Another $900,000 is author- 
ized for resurfacing pavement and 
widening shoulders along Golf from 
Barrington Road to the Kane County 
line.

The flap over the issue of keeping 


pigeons In DCS Plaincs neighborhoods 
has apparently prompted moro resi- 
dents to contact city health officials 
with pigeon nuisance reports. 


Marvin Martin, city health in- 


spector, Friday said he has received 
about, a dozen calls from residents 
about pigeons since Juno 16 when the 
city council voted not to change city • 
ordinances to allow persons to keep 
pigeons. 


"Most of the calls have been for „ 


wild pigeons," Martin said. 


Tho city council had considerable 


debate on the request to change the 
ordinance.- The request came after 
one resident was given a ticket for 
kccplng'raclng pigeons in his garage. 


THE CITY CODE contends that pi- 


geons are fowl and cannot be housed 
within the city. 


"All -the attention given the situ- 


ation by the city council has brought 
out a lot of complaints," Martin said. 
He added both he and the police de- 
partment have handled numerous pi- 
geon calls In recent days. 


Martin said the city has a proce- 


dure for trying to overcome a nui- 
sance in the city. 


He explained a chemical is sprayed 


on the area where tho pigeons roost 
and the chemical makes it unpleasant 
for the pigeons to remain. 


"It will not hurt the pigeons, but the 


birds^do not seem to like the chemical 
on their feet so they fly away," he 
said.' He said there have been some 
problems with directing the pigeons to 
isolated locations once they arc re- 
moved. 


Martin sold that people who wish to 


report pigeon problems should calTthe 
city health department.

Buffalo Grove began as a commu- 


nity of single-family homes, and now 
things arc pointing to the idea that it's 
going to stay that way. 


Alter i spurt of apartment devel- 


opment, builders appear to again fa- 
vor tho traditional suburban home. 
And Village Pres. Edward A. Fablsh, 
who advocated tight controls on build- 
ing during his campaign in the April 
village election, says recent moves by 
two developers will be a step toward 
keeping Buffalo Grove a residential 
community. 


"It's not profitable, but I would like 


the village to stay single-family,"

end." 


THE RICHARDS Group, developer 


of The Crossings, and Levitt and Sons 
Inc. developer of Strathraoro Grove, 
have asked the village to build single- 
family homes Instead of previously 
approved townhouse and apartment 
units.

houses, however, will be more ex- 
pensive for the village to service. 


"From a financial angle, a commu- 


nity never makes any money on 
single-family homes," he said, adding 
that houses do not broaden the village 
tax base. 


Buffalo Grove must "pick up the

He sees the opening of the proposed

As Buffalo 
Grove develops more industry, land ' 
costs gradually will catch up to those 
of surrounding industrial parks, Fab- 
ish said. 


In the meantime, the village will 


have to depend on sales and real es- 
tate taxes for revenue, he added. 


Fabish said the requests by the 


Richards Group and Levitt and Sons 
is a response to the' overbuilding of 


multi-family housing. 


"There is more than enough avail- 


able for people who want it," Fablsh . 
said. . 


He said the apartment boom that 


started four or five years ago is end- 
ing and the trend is again toward 
single-family, detached houses. 


WILLIAM R. Balling, village ad- 


ministrative assistant, said single- 
family homes dominate the type of 
housing built in the village. 


According to the most recent fig- 


ures, there are 3,799 single-family, de- 
tached homes in Buffalo Grove, Bal- 


, ling said. 


There are 1,432 apartment units, 93 


townhomes and 312 condominium 
units, according to village data. 


Under present zoning an additional 


329 single-family houses, 1,958 town 
homes, 2,368 condominium units and 
640 apartment units can be built. 


If the proposed projects are built 


under present zoning, single-family 
homes and townhomes would make up 
56.5 per cent of the housing in Buffalo 
Grove, Balling said. 


HARRY SLEEK, regional engineer 


for Levitt, said his firirf wants to build 
57 houses Instead of the proposed 225 
apartment and condominium units at 
Strathmore Grove. 


He said developers often are not 


sure how the housing market will be, 
but there appears to be a call for 
single-family houses. 


Sleek added that the housing mar- 


ket generally Is down and that it'is 
more advantageous for the builder to 


develop his property as soon as he 
can, even with homes, which is less 
profitable to the builder. 


Single-family homes now are in the 


market, he said; They are sought by 
persons with steady incomes instead 
of those who often change jobs. 


Fabish said he remembers the vil- 


lage's "building era," when an aver- 
age of two homes were built each day. 
"I don't expect to see building at that 
rate," Fabish said. "I think the build- 
ers are going for lower density just to 
stay in the market."

2 to 1 against joining 
Winston Knolls 
rejects library 


Winston Knolls subdivision resi- 


dents, by a 2-to-l margin, defeated a 
referendum Saturday that would have 
allowed them to join the Palatine 
Public Library District. 


Library officials attributed the fail- 


ure of the referendum to other 
recently announced tax increases for 
the subdivision in Hoffman Estates. 


The passage of the referendum in 


the Winston Knolls area would have 
meant a tax increase of 23 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation for residents. 
They now pay a voluntary $30 non 
resident fee to the library district 
each year. 


Library officials were unable to es- 


timate the number of Winston Knolls 
residents who were eligible to vote in 
the referendum. There were 283 "no" 
and 161 "yes" votes. 


The residents were among an esti- 


mated 16,000 residents- of unincorpo- 
rated Palatine Township who had the 
option of joining the library district, 
which initially had the same bound- 
aries as the Village of Palatine. 


A majority of residents in the north- 


ern outlying areas of the library dis- 
trict did vote in favor of the referen- 
dum. Residents of unincorporated 


areas south of the Village of Palatine 
defeated the referendum by a margin 
of 2 to 1. 


It required a majority of Palatine 


village voters and a majority of non- 
residents voting in each of the out- 
lying areas to form the area into the 
district. 


About 5 per cent ( or 1,350 ) of the 


25,000 Palatine village residents voted 
in the referendum; 965 village resi- 
dents voted in favor of allowing out- 
lying areas into the district. 


The library district's new bound- 


aries still coincide with Palatine vil- 
lage boundaries except in the north, 
where they extend to Lake Cook 
Road. The northern township area in- 
cludes the English Valley, Heatherlea, 
Pepper Tree and Countryside subdivi- 
sions. 


Township residents who defeated 


the expansion referendum are re- 
quired to wait three years, under 
state law, before they can vote again 
on joining the library district. 


Non-residents of the district can 


continue to pay a voluntary non-resi- 
dent fee for services from the library 
district, although the library board 
has not decided what the revised non- 
resident fee will be.

State engineers will visit Rolling

In a special referendum Palatlno 


village residents, who initially com- 
prised the library district, voted 3 to 1 
in favor of allowing residents of unin- 
corporated township areas north, 
south and west of the village to enter 
the district. 


However, only in northern outlying 


areas of the township did a majority 
of voters favor expansion of the dis- 
trict to include them. 


VOTERS IN THE Winston Knolls 


subdivision of Hoffman Estates and in 
unincorporated areas south of Pala- 
tine defeated the expansion proposal 
by a 2-to-l margin. 


It required a majority of Palatine 


village voters and a majority of non- 
residents voting in each of the out- 
lying areas to bring that area Into the 
district.

Gamoran said she was not surprised 
by the rejection of residents In the 
south and west portions of the town- 
ship where there were aggressive 
campaigns opposing the referendum 
because of an increase in taxes.

Library officials said they do not

The district's new boundaries still 


coincide with Palatine village bound- 
aries, except in the north where they 
extend to Lake Cook Road.

Members of the Military Order of 


the Purplo Heart, a veterans' organi- 
zation, nro expected to launch efforts 
soon toward organizing a Northwest 
suburban chapter. 


Lewis B. Richards, national welfare 


officer for the organization, said the 
group is planning a membership drive 
for the area and will try to form a 
new chapter, probably with headquar- 
ters In Mount Prospect. 


"We're going to start pushing It," 


said Richards, 2322 Cornell, Wheeling 
Township. "We feel there is potential 
for membership out here." 


The Order of the Purple Heart is an 


association of 30 to 40 chapters nation- 
wide and has some 600 Illinois mem- 
bers, all Purple Heart recipients. 


PRIMARILY, THE organization in- 


volves itself in a variety of service 
and welfare activities for needy veter- 
ans. 


Only 12 members are needed to sup- 


port a new area chapter, Richards 
said, but he added there arc a lot of 
Purple Heart recipients in the North- 
west suburbs who know nothing about 
the association. 


He said the drive at first will be

If successful, the new chapter may 


be expanded to include other commu- 
nities, he said. 


RECRUITERS ARE obtaining lists 


of Purple Heart recipients in the 
area, and Richards said he is hopeful 
of securing large numbers of Korean 
and Vietnam war veterans from the 
area. "We've got to get new blood to 
keep it going. All veterans' organiza- 
tions right now are suffering in that 
respect," he said. 


One of the first things Richards said 


a new area chapter could do would be 
to seek out needy veterans who could 
benefit from the order's welfare proj- 
ects, which are financed through com- 
munity activities and the association's 
thrift stores in the Chicago area. 


Richards said he is responsible for 


doling out some $3,500 of the associ- 
ation's funds and is looking for new 


service projects on which to spend the 
money. 


RICHARDS SAID he has "no sym- 


pathy for anyone who was a veteran 
and doesn't belong to a veterans' or- 
ganization," because as he puts it, 
"they don't know what they're en- 
titled to." He said many veterans 
may be unaware of their eligibility for 
a variety of benefits and pensions be- 
cause they have no affiliation with a 
veterans' group. 


"If a guy isn't with an organization, 


he just isn't going to find out about 
these benefits," Richards said. He 
noted that at a number.of occasions, 
new members in the Order of the 
Purple Heart discovered they quali- 
fied for benefits from several veter- 
ans' organizations.

.9 million 


for utility

Mount Prospect should pay about 


$4.0 million If the village board de- 
cides to purchase the Citizens Utilities 
Co. water and sewer lines in the 
northeast part of the village, a special 
study on the proposed purchase sug- 
gests. 


The study, prepared by consultants 


M & C Alstot, March and Gulllou, 
concludes that the purchase "appears 
practical" If the price Is In the area of 
$4.0 million. 


Village officials plan lo. use the 


study to determine if the system 
should be purchased, as residents In 
tho northeast section have been urg- 
ing for the past year. Tho residents 
called for the purchase last year after 
the utility company won a substantial 
r a t e Increase, despite residents' 
charges of poor water quality and ser- 
vice. The rates, however, are being 
reviewed- by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission. 


THE CONSULTANTS said they had 


a problem In determining tho value of 
I ho water and sewer system because 
Citizens Utilities did not provide 
records of tho original costs of the fa- 
cilities. Tho report states that the low- 
est estimated cost would have been 
obtained by subtracting the deprecia- 
tion of the system from its original 
cost. 


Two other methods of placing a val- 


ue on the system were used. The con- 
sultants said it would cost more than 
$13 million to replace the system, 
even taking Into consideration depre- 
ciation of the equipment. 


Tho determining figure, however, 


was based on the size of a bond issue 
that could be supported using money 
generated by present sewer and water 
rates. The consultants said the system 
could support a $4,844,000 bond issue 
for purchase of the lines. 


While most of the system was found 


to bo functioning "in fairly good con- 
dition," tho consultants said some 
problems should be corrected Imme- 
diately. 


THE REPORT calls for an increase 


in the water supply in the Wheeling 
Road - Euclid Avenue area by in- 
stalling new water mains at an esti- 
mated cost of $24,000. Sewer problems 
caused by infiltration of the sewer 
pipes could be isolated by conducting 
a television survey of the sewers at a 
cost of about $46,000, the report 
states. 


In the future, tho consultants said 


tho system might have water supply 
problems because of dropping water 
levels in the aquifer which serves the 
wells. Pumping facilities, while ade- 
quate to meet current demand, will 
have to be replaced In the future, the 
report says. 


Noting residents' complaints about 


low water pressure In some areas, the 
report said these problems may be 
caused by the pumps or by a poor 
distribution system. Tho consultants 
recommend that by Installing several 
water mains, the system could be 
looped to-provide an interconnecting 
source of water, thus Increasing pres- 
sure.

Friday said tho auditors want an ordi- 
nance that would make the township's 
Injunction powers more explicit. " 


HALL, COMMENTING on tho sew- 


er explosion'that seriously injured a 
Riverside man testing a sower for Il- 
legal Infiltration of Industrial solvents, 
•aid the Wednesday explosion oc- 
curred In an area where the township 
has found contaminants. 


"The township intends to Increase 


Its Inspections and continue In- 
vestigating tho suspect area," he said. 


Hall said the township has pur- 


chased 'a now piece of equipment, a 
meter that will allow it to check for 
explosive pollutants or gases In sew- 
ers. 


"Wo hope with the use of the meter 


that that kind of thing — the explosion 
— will never happen again," he said.

officer for the organization, said the 
group Is planning a membership drive 
for the area and will try to form a 
new chapter, probably with hcadquar- '• 
tcrs In Mount Prospect. 


"We're going to start pushing it,"

Township. "We feel there Is potential 
for membership out here."

Following a 


marathon fight in the Illinois Senate 
Saturday, night, the budget of the 
State Dept. of Transportation — in- 
cluding'$5.3 million for improvements 
on Golf Road — was passed and sent 
to the governor. 


Passage of the department budget 


totaling approximately $2 billion sig- 
naled the end of a three-way fight be- 
tween the House and the Senate, Da- 
ley Democrats and Republicans, and 
the governor and the legislature. 


The Senate spent much of its time 


Saturday with the Democratic major- 
ity attempting to strip House amend- 
ments for downstate road projects 
from the bill, and Daley Democrats 
trying to add millions of dollars for 


such projects as the Chicago Cross- 
town'Expressway. 
• FINALLY, AROUND midnight, a 
coalition of the 25 Republican senators 
and 8 independent Democrats pre- 
vailed.

During the prolonged battle over the 


road budget, the governor gradually 
backed down from his insistence on a 
$4.5 billion "Accelerated Building 
Program" which would have 'given 
him authority to issue long-term 
bonds to cover "many of the projects 
included in the Dept. of Trans- 
portation budget. 


Walker aides had lobbied 'against 


many road projects in 'the trans- 
portation budget, because they were 
being used by the governor as justifi- 
cation for his bonding program. As it

If the 
owner does not respond to the letter, 
the village places an order to cut 
weeds on the property and puts a lien 
against the land for cutting and lien 
costs. 


THE PROCESS often takes longer 


than three weeks, Welnand said, be- 
cause of the' time necessary to find 
the actual owners of the land, espe- 
cially when the owners are not area 
residents. Land in the area often 
changes owners quite 
frequently, 


making it more difficult to locate the 
actual owners, he said. 


The village ends up cutting "a good 


60 per cent" of the lots that need cut- 
ting, Wcinand said. One of the reasons 
for this, he said, Is that in many cases 
owners find it easier to-have the vil- 
lage perform the work than to seek 
their own cutters. 


Weinand said the village spent 


$7,000 last year on the program. This 
year's budget is about $8,000, he said, 
the increase because of rising costs.

Push on for area Purple Heart unit

Members of the Military Order of 


the Purple Heart, a veterans' organi- 
zation, are expected to launch efforts 
soon toward organizing a Northwest 
suburban chapter. 


Lewis B. Richards, national welfare 


officer for the organization, said the 
group is planning a membership drive 
for the area and will try to form a 
new chapter, probably with headquar- 
ters in Mount Prospect. 


"We're going to start pushing it," 


said Richards, 2322 Cornell, Wheeling 
Township. "We feel there, is potential 
for membership out here." 


The Order of the Purple Heart Is an 


association of 30 to 40 chapters nation- • 
wide and has some 600 Illinois'mem- 
bers, all Purple Heart recipients. 


PRIMARILY. THE organization in- 


volves Itself in a variety of service 
and welfare activities for needy veter- 
ans. 


Only 12 members are needed to sup- 


port a new area chapter, Richards 
said, but he added there are a lot of 
Purple Heart recipients in the North- 
west'suburbs who know nothing about 
the association. 


He said the drive at first will be 


largely a '.'door-knocking campaign" 
and will cover Mount Prospect, Pros- 
pact Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove, Arlington Heights, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows. 


If successful, the new chapter may 


be expanded to include other commu- 
nities, he said. 


RECRUITERS ARE obtaining lists 


of Purple Heart recipients in the 
area, and Richards said he is hopeful 
of securing large numbers of Korean 
and Vietnam war veterans from the 
area. "We've got to, get new blood to 
keep it going. All veterans' organiza- 
tions right now are suffering in that 
respect," he said. 


One of the first things Richards said 


a new area chapter could do would be 
to seek out needy veterans who could 
benefit from the order's welfare proj- 
ects, which are financed through com- 
munity activities and the association's 
thrift stores in the Chicago area. 


Richards said he'is responsible for 


doling out'some $3,600 of the associ- 
ation's funds and is looking for new 


service projects on which to spend the 
money. 


RICHARDS SAID he has "no sym- 


pathy for anyone who was a veteran 
and doesn't belong to a veterans' or- 
ganization," because as he puts it, 
"they don't know What they're en- 
titled to." He said many veterans 
may be unaware of their eligibility for 
a variety of benefits and pensions be- 
cause they have no affiliation with a 
veterans' group. 


"If a guy isn't with an organization, 


be just isn't going to find out about 
these benefits," Richards said. He 
noted that at a number of occasions, 
new members hi the Order of the 
Purple Heart discovered they quali- 
fied for benefits from several veter- 
ans' organizations.

OKd for work 
on Golf Road

SPRINGFIELD - 
Following 'a 


marathon fight in the Illinois Senate 
Saturday night, the budget of the 
State Dept. of Transportation — in- 
cluding $5.3 million for improvements 
on Golf Road — was passed and sent 
to the governor. 


Passage of the department budget 


totaling approximately $2 billion sig- 
naled the end of a three-way fight be- 
tween the House and the Senate, Da- 
ley Democrats and Republicans, and 
the governor and the legislature. • 


The Senate spent much of its.time 


Saturday with the Democratic major- 
ity attempting to strip House amend- 
ments for downstate road projects, 
from the bill, and Daley Democrats 
trying'to add millions of dollars for 
such projects,as the Chicago Cross- 
town Expressway. 


FINALLY, AROUND midnight, a 


coalition of the 25 Republican senators 
and 8 independent Democrats pre- 
vailed. 


During the prolonged battle over the 


road budget, the governor gradually 
backed down from his insistence on a 
$4.5 billion "Accelerated Building 
Program" which would have given 
him authority to issue long-term 
bonds to cover many of the projects 
included in the Dept. of Trans- 
portation budget. 
'Walker aides had lobbied against 
many road projects in the trans- 
portation budget, because they were 
being used by the governor as justifi- 
cation for his bonding program. As it 
b e c a m e evident the Accelerated 
Building Program 
was going no- 


where, the governor's opposition was 
withdrawn. 


The Golf Road project was among 


those included in the bargaining. 


Under the budget passed early Sun* 


day morning, $4.4 million is provided 
for widening of Golf Road to four 
lanes from Hlggins Road to Barring-' 
ton Road. Another $000,000 is author- 
ized for resurfacing pavement and 
widening shoulders along Golf from 
Barrlngton Road to the Kane County 
line.
